BONN. Germany HP'—U. S Sec* 
rotary of State John Foster Dulles 
arrived today for urgent talks with 
Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer on 
W e s t German sovereignty and re ­ 
armament 
Dulles arrived at Wahn Airport 
near Bonn in a four-engine U. S. 
military plane direct from Wash­ 
ington. 
He said before departure his sur­ 
prise flight was “on account of the 
problem created by the 
French 
failure to ratify the treaties which 
could have restored German sov­ 
ereignty and brought Germany into 
a European defense com munity.” 
West German officials warm ly 
welcomed the Dulles visit as a 
powerful boost to Adenauer’s pres­ 
tige which suffered 
within G er­ 
many as a result of French action 
in scuttling EDC. 
Met by Adenauer 
Adenauer had based his entire 
foreign policy on EDC and in last 
week’s state election in Schleswig- 
Holstein he lost the popular vote 
to anti EDC Socialists. 
Adenauer and other high G er­ 
man leaders met 
Dulles at the 
airport. 
The (J. S. delegation which greet­ 
ed Dulles included U. S. High Com­ 
missioner Jam es B 
Conant, Dep­ 
uty Commissioner Walter Dowling, 
Elim O’Shauglmes.sy, chief of po­ 
litical affairs, and Joseph B Phil­ 
lips, chief of the office of public 
affairs. 
Within minutes, Dulles and Ade­ 
nauer were on their way to Ade­ 
nauer’s palace to begin their talks. 
The 
Dullcs-Adcnauer conversa­ 
tions were expected to center main­ 
ly around a British proposal which 
would bring West Germany into a 
defense pact which links Britain lo 
Western Europe. 
By-Pass Paris 
Dulles’ fast moving .schedule call­ 
ed for discussions in London F ri­ 
day with British Prime Minister 
Winston 
Churchill 
and 
Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden before re­ 
turning lo the United States Satur­ 
day 
It was considered significant by 
observers that Dulles will not go 
to Paris to see Prem ier 
Pierre 
Mcndes France, whose jittery N a­ 
tional Assembly killed the Europe­ 
an Defense Community in fear of 
possible resurgence of Germ an mil­ 
itarism 
Dulles’ by p a s s i n g of Paris was 
interpreted by t h e s e observers as 
an obvious sign that the United 
States would riot permit France to 
delay rearm am ent of Germany in­ 
definitely.
